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LA V E R N E — The president of La Verne college 
apparently has passed up an opportunily to become 
the right-hand man of Wilson Riles, state super­ 
intendent of schools. 
Dr. Leland Newcomer said “ there are so many 
great things going on at La Verne College that I 
just didn’t feel I could leave right now.” 
Newcomer confirmed that he and Riles had confer­ 
red several times about the problems of education 
on the state level and poss.ble solutions to those 
problems, and that he was approached about joining 
Riles as chief deputy superintendent, one of three 
positions now open in the state superintendent’s of­ 
fice. 
But, Newcomer said, the discussions never got to 
the salary level “ because of my commitment to La 
Verne College.” 
“ 1 told Mr. Riles I really believed in what he was 
attempting to do,” Newcomer explained. “ 1 told him 
1 really would like to help h.m do the job. But we 
had too many great things going on at La Verne, 
things coming to pass right on target, and I felt my 
place was here.” 
He said he may accept an offer from Riles to 
serve as a consultant to him on a part time basis. 
“ My contract with the college permits me to do 
that,” he explained. 
Riles’ offer was the second big opportunity New­ 
comer passed up since he came to La Verne College 
three years ago. In 1968, he passed up a chance to 
become the superintendent of the Oakland Unified 
School District. 
Some of the “ great happenings” at La Verne Col­ 
lege, to which Newcomer referred, include a new 
concept in building and expansion: an entirely re­ 
vised idea of college education in which a siudent is 
motivated rather than taught; and the launching of 
a 86' -million, 20-year expansion program. 
Newcomer is particularly proud that while’ most 
small colleges are struggling these days just to keep 
their heads above water, La Verne College is oper­ 
ating in the black tor the first time in many years. 


Reserve Board Again 
Cuts Discount Rate 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board iowered its discount rate from 5 to 4::j per 
cent Friday, the fifth t me since November it has 
made a change in the interest rate it charges mem­ 
bers fcr borrowing. 
The board said the reduction is in line with the 
Federal Reserve system’s “ recent practice of mak­ 
ing small changes in the discount rate from time to 
time to keep it in closer alignment with short term 
market rates.” 
The new rate is effective Saturday in all but one 
of the Fed banks, and it is expected to fall in line 
shortly. 
The board made its first change in the rate on 
November 10, when it dropped to 5% per cent. Since 
then, it has shaved a fraction from the rate on four 
other occas.-ons. 
The new rate is the lowest since March LB, 1 968. 
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Unionization of U.S. 
By Tornado 
Nurses Is Predicted 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (A P) — American nurses will 
unionize, bargain collectively and strike hospitals 
for higher salaries in the years ahead, says the 
president of the 13,000-member Association of Oper­ 
ating Room Nurses. 
“ For a long time we were so involved in the ideas 
af our profession that we neglected to insure our­ 
selves adequate compensation,” 
President Betty 
Thomas said Friday. “ It is time for nurses to be 
more active in tak?ng care of themselves." 
Mrs. Thomas, operating room supervisor at the 
Swedish Medical Center in Englewood, Colo., was 
interviewed at the association’s annual congress in 
Las Vegas. She said the average starting salary for 
all nurses was $6,000 to $7,000 annually. 
Nurses already have begun to organize m some 
areas. About 3,500 nurses in the San Francisco Bay 
area are now bargaining collectively with 45 hospi­ 
tals. Mrs. Thomas said this would probably be the 
pattern in the years ahead. 
“ I think nursing must be prepared for a great 
deal of criticism as we get into this,” she said. “ But 
we have to learn to accept that if we want to gain 
economic security.” 
Just as teachers ultimately resorted to striking 
school districts and closing schools, Mrs. Thomas 
said nurses will take to the picket Ides to back up 
their demands. 
“ The idea of nurses striking is repulsive to me,” 
she said, “ but you must have that tool or you can’t 
be effective. It is unrealistic to go into collective 
bargaining and say we aren’t going to strike.”

White Moon Rock 


Proves Intriguing 


SPACE 
CEN TER, 
Houston 


(AP) — Scientists got a peek F ri­ 


day at some of the rocks brought 


to earth by the Apollo 14 astro­ 


nauts from the lunar highlands at 


Fra Mauro, including a myster­ 
ious w'hite rock that intrigues 
geologists. 
The rock was described by 
astronauts Alan B. Shepard Jr. 
and Edgar D. Mitchell during 
their second 
moonwalk while 
near the top of Cone Crater. 
Geologists have speculated 
it 
might be part of the primitive 
lunar burst that they theorize 
underlies the area. 
“ Nobody knows what the rock 
is and obviously there is going 
to have to be a lot more work,” 
said Dr. Robin Brett, chief of 
the geochemistry branch at the 
Manned Spacecraft Center. 
He said the rock was almost 
pure white “ as far as rocks 
go,” and that it had some gray 
flecks in it. 
The white rock was among 
several in a stainless s t e e l 
sample box opened Friday. 
B r e t t said 
another 
rock 
analyzed for radioactivity had 


10 t i m e s more potassium, 


thorium and uranium than was 


found in lunar material from 


Apollos 11 and 12. 


“ If this rock does represent 
some 
characteristic 
material 
from the area, this is very in­ 
teresting as 
far as the 
Fra 
Mauro 
formation 
and 
lunar 
crust is concerned,” he said. 


Dr, Paul Gast, chief of the 
planetary and earth 
sciences 
branch at the space center, said 
the preliminary studies of the 
rocks were “ not inconsistent” 
with the idea that the lunar 
highlands might represent the 
lunar crust. 


“ If this additional evidence 
that the non-Maria materials on 
the 
moon 
contain 
abundant 
rocks with high potassium and 
high uranium and high thorium 
. . . it means the highlands are 
a primitive layer almost as old 
as the moon itself,” Gast said.

Ken Buchanan of Scotland, an 
artisic boxer and master of 
the fallaway defense, won a 
unanimous 
decision 
Friday 
over Ruben Navarro of Los 
Angeles to retain his world 
lightweight title. 
Successfully 
making 
his 
first defense of the crown he 
won from Ismael Laguna in 
Puerto Rico last September, 
th e 
25year-old 
Scot 
from 
Edinburgh gave the 23-year- 
old Challenger a boxing les­ 


son. 
But the fight bristled 
with action even as the point 
margin widened as the rounds 
went by. 
Buchanan 
weighed 
13414, 
Navarro 135. 
A noisy crowd of 10,360, 
which paid more than $90,000, 
was thoroughly partisan for 
the kid from East Los Ang­ 
eles, and kept booing the dan­ 
cing, jabbing champion. But 
the boos 
finally turned to 
cheers at the demonstration 
of ring finesse. 


Referee Arthur Mercanti of 
New York scored it 9-4; judge 
Lee Grossman of Los Angeles 
had the same; 
and 
Harry 
Gibbs of London had it 9-2. 
Navarro took the fight on a 
little more than 72 hours’ no­ 
tice as the No. 1 challenger 
and former lightweight cham­ 
pion, Mando Ramos, was for­ 
ced out because of a groin in­ 
jury in training. 
Navarro kept the excite­ 
ment going even at the final 
bell 
when 
both 
staged 
a 


furious 15th round 
slugfest. 
But too often Navarro, after 
forcing Buchanan into a cor­ 
ner, suddenly found himself 
in a corner and Buchanan 
free and peppering away with 
both hands. 
The champion had a gift of 
leaning 
backwards 
as 
Na­ 
varro rushed in and if Ruben 
landed, by the time the punch 
reached the target the sock 
was gone. 
The Associated Press had it 
10-3. 


An Ea sy Defense 


Th e 
Navarro 
Mexican- 
American followers let out a 
roar after the first 3C seconds 
of the fight when Ruben con­ 
nected with a straight right to 
the jaw. Buchanan dropped to 
one knee but the referee ruled 
it a slip and not a knockdown. 
There was no heavy dam­ 
age inflicted by either boxer 
and the only bloodshed was a 
slight dripping at the nose of 
Buchanan 
from 
the 
fourth 
round on. 
Buchanan weathered his op­ 


ponent’s 
finest weapon, 
an B 
overhand right to the head, 
and was never in any trouble. 
Navarro, 
made 
to 
look 
more awkward than he really 
is, was warned three times by 
Mercanti for low blows and 
once for an 
illegal 
kidney 
punch. 
After the third warning a 


whiskey bottle — empty — 
sailed into the ring. 
That was the only physical 


demonstration of the evening.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Women 
are more 
liberal 
than 
men 
when it comes to demanding 
their clergymen should get in­ 
volved in controversial issues of 
the day, but nol as liberal as 
men in the matter of pastors’ 
salaries, according to a nation­ 
wide survey of Episcopal lay­ 
men. 
The findings were disclosed 
by the Episcopal Church Foun­ 
dation, 
which 
sent 
question­ 
naires to Episcopal men and 
women throughout the country 
to learn what kind of clergymen 
they believe will best serve 
their parishes in the future. 
The issues on which 
both 
sexes endorsed clergy participa­ 
tion the most was urban prob­ 
lems. Working with minorities 
and joining the war on poverty 
were other areas of participa­ 
tion in which the women favor­ 
ed more direct action than the 
men. 
On the two-part question of 
what a rector’s annual salary 
will be and should be in 1975, 
women replied “ will be $12,582, 
should be $15,171” while the 
men estimated $13,581 and $16,- 
331. These totals varied with 
the size of the 
parish.

Unusually valuable to histo­ 
rians of America’s “ pop” cul­ 
ture, and deeply fascinating 
to the general reader as well, 
it deserves a wide sale and

hnrd-to-please critics. 
Merely to open the book, in 
fact, is to open one’s mind to 
a wild array of possibilities 
and implications that weren’t 
there the minute before. And 
the numerous color reproduc­ 
tions of pulp magazine cov­

duced 
format 
(from

10.5 by 14 to 6.5 by 5.5 in­ 
ches), in 
paper back,

with greatly reduced price,

Today, even more than An­ 
tarctica and Tahiti, they have 
become the in-place for the 
more adventurous tourist to 
visit.

to be found in the “ pulps,” is 
intriguing enough to make the 
reader clamor for at least 
two or three companion vol­ 
umes. 
A very early Ray Bradbury 
work, “ Wake for the Living” 
( D i m e Mystery Magazine, 
1947), is a horror story about 
two brothers. One is a very 
wealthy “ achiever,” who in­ 
vents 
a 
remarkable 
coffin 
that will revolutionize funer­ 
als, and the other is a young 
ne’er-do-well who jumps into 
the coffin surreptitiously to 
find out what his now-dead 
brother has been up to. 
Playwright Tennessee Wil­ 
liams got into the “ pulps” 
when he was only 16, with 
“ The Vengeance of Nitocris” 
(Weird Tales, 1928), a hyste­ 
rical twice-told tale about an 
Egyptian queen’s revenge on 
the people who killed 
the 
Pharaoh. But this doesn’t be­ 
gin to suggest the range of 
selections. 
Edgar Rice Burroughs, of 
“ Tarzan” fame, is here too, 
with 
“ The 
Resurrection 
of 
Jimber-Jaw” 
(Argosy, 1937) 
the story of what happens 
when an American scientist 
lands in Siberia and discovers 
a stone-age hunter who’s been 
in a glacial deep-freeze for 50 
thousand years. 
And a Dashiell 
Hammett 
detective thriller, “ One Hour” 
(Black Mask,” 1924) . . . as 
well as a Paul Gallico sports 
saga of two brothers, “ The 
Y e l l o w T w i n ’ ’ (“ Fight 
Stories,” 1928), and a Mac- 
Kinlay Kantor mystery, “ The 
Torture Pool” (Detective Fic­ 
tion Weekly, 1932). 
In the depravity department 
there are some good chuck- 
lers also. For example, Russ 
West’s “ Hot Rompers” (Pari­ 
sian 
Life, 
1931), 
about 
a 
Frenchman going wild in a 
red-light nightclub, and Rob­ 
ert Bellem’s “ Labyrinth of 
Monsters” 
(Spicy 
Mystery, 
1937), a grotesque look at the 
private life of a sex maniac 
whose chromosomes are so 
twisted, he can (and does!) 
beget only subhuman 
mon­ 
sters with every girl who is 
brought to him. 
On a lighter note is the car- 
toon series by John Held, Jr., 
“ Kitty the Kisser” (Snappy 
Stories, 
1924). 
On 
a 
more 
serious note is the adventure 
of the subway car that ran 
backward in time, Malcolm 
Jameson’s “ Train for Flush­ 
ing” (Weird Tales, 1940). 
One of the numerous side 
benefits of this wonderful col­ 
lection of pulpiana is that it 
reminds us how close a cer­ 
tain amount of American lit­ 
erature that we held sacred 
is to pulp writing: Theodore 
Dreiser’s dreary stories, Ed­ 
gar Allan Poe’s brilliantly- 
wrought, high-I, horror tales, 
various John Steinbeck and 
Katherine Anne Porter mate­ 
rial, and the like. 
The quick thrills, the snap­ 
py effect . . . we are in the 
“ pulps” often when we least 
expect to be.

Deaf tell experiences 
with world of hearing

IN THIS SIGN. By Joanne 
Greenberg, who wrote “ I Ne­ 
ver Promised You A Rose 
Garden” under the pseudo­ 
nym, 
Hannah Green. 
Holt, 
Rinehart and Winston, $5.95. 
Seldom has an actor or an 
actress assumed the identity 
of a 
character more fully 
than Joanne Greenberg has 
assumed the identities of her 
deaf couple, Janice and Abel, 
as they struggle for 50 years 
through the bewildering, hos­ 
tile world of the “ hearing.” 
Their story is so filled with 
agony, and only fleeting ecsta­ 
sy, that for many pages it is 
an agony to read. 
But it is compelling agony, 
and the reader is led on to 
the bitter-sweet end by cha­ 
racterizations and situations 
that 
are 
strange 
and 
un­ 
known. and yet astonishingly 
real. 
Janice and Abel arrive in 
the city so typical of the 
young and green, but with the 
additional handicap of deaF 
ness. Their ignorance brings 
on exploitation, and only after 
the joy of their youth is gone 
do they achieve middle class 
security and comfort. 
So their story is that of 
many persona who lived and 
worked 
through 
the 
labor 


movement, 
the 
Depression, 
the war, unionism and auto­ 
mation—but with a significant 
difference. 


That difference includes the 
isolation, fears and frustra­ 
tions of the deaf; the furtive 
yet wonderful worlds of Signs: 
plus the burden, humiliation 
and the silence confronted by 
a hearing child of deaf par­ 
ents. 


Controversy is present in a 
strong 
argument 
for 
sign 
language over lip-reading as 
the deafs’ method of commu­ 
nication. Sign comes off as a 
powerful communicator, but 
even it proves unequal to the 
task of coping with the hear­ 
ing world. 


It 
is 
shocking 
to 
learn 
through Janice and Abel how 
“ simple situations” are mis­ 
understood by the deaf be­ 
cause their sign language is 
inadeouate 
to 
convey 
the 
complexities often inherent in 
even “ simple situations.” 
Miss Greenberg’s book is 
hinh drama. What a message 
movie it would make! 
It also may be the first 
time the world of the “ hear­ 
ing” has 
really 
heard the 
plight of its deaf, and it is 
sometimes painful to learn 
how we are heard, or inter­ 
preted, 
by those who hear

Phone propa ga nda 


You are certainly aware that the telephone com­ 
panies are going all out these days to keep us in­ 
formed on how much money they are spending for 
the convenience of their customers. Actually, if you 
read newspapers or watch television, you just can’t 
miss their propagandizing. But what’s so new about 
that? Hasn’t it always been thus where phone com­ 
panies are concerned? 
Maybe we didn’t have television to spread the 
good word way back in the year 1892 but we did 
have newspapers; and even then the local phone 
company wasn’t missing any opportunities to keep 
Pomona Valley citizens aware of its good intentions. 
“ The telephone office is to have a private con­ 
versation room so that patrons of the line can talk 
over the wires in private, and Mr. Armour, agent in 
Pomona, says there are other improvements to be 
made right away to facilitate telephonic commu­ 
nication,” the Pomona Weekly Times reported. 


“ A telephone line has been opened to Spadra,” the 
article continued, “ and poles and other material 
have been 
received to guild and equip lines to 
Lordsburg (La Verne), Claremont and Chino. Chino 
is to have a central office. Think of it. In 1887 Chino 
had but one unfinished house. Now (1892 it has so 
much business as to require a central office.” 
But even though by 1892 telephones were making 
great inroads in the field of instant communication, 
they hadn't yet succeeded in taking over entirely. 
There was still the telegraph to be reckoned with. 
As a matter of fact it was the telegraph which, 
right here in Pomona, was the forerunner of what is 
new known as closed circuit sports broadcasting. A 
story in a August 1892 issue of The Pomona Weekly 
Times stated: 
“ The Royal Billiard Parlor will receive and post 
by rounds, telegraphic reports on the Sullivan-Cor- 
bett prize fight next Wednesday.”

blam® it all on God, society, 
mother or father rarely,

brings healing 
and 
change. 
The 
handicap, 
the 
crippling anxiety, the behav­ 
ioral compulsion, may not be 
his fault, at all, and yet be 
his 
fact . . . that 
is . . .the 
reality of his situation. 
The authors state, “ Emotion­ 
al turmoil is a condition of 
health . . . as 
changes 
are 
taking place which can, and 
in many cases do, bring the 
suffering one to 
a stronger 
identity.

Most readers will recognize 
themselves around every oth­ 
er corner . . . if t h e y a r e 
strong enough to be honest 
with themselves.

DEAR DR. M ILLER: Peter 


is a lady but he has got used 


to his name. He is also a five- 
year-old parakeet, the kind 
citcn called budgerigar (or 
budgie, for short. 
The prob­ 
lem is he has been moulting 
most of the last two years. 
The only time she stops moult­ 
ing is when we go on vaca­ 
tion. We don’t take him, we 
board him out. Each time, 
when we come back, his fea­ 
thers are in good shape for a 
while. Then he starts moult­ 
ing all over again. He is by 
no means bald and never has 
been but his cage is never 
free of feathers except when I 
clean him. We give him the 
same seeds and food they 
give him at the pet shop 
where we board him. He gets 
lots of attention, even wat­ 
ches television with us in the 
evenng. So why does he lose 
fewer feathers there than he 
does at home? Or is this 
coincidence, do you think?— 
M.G. 


Dear M.G.: First a ques­ 
tion: If Peter is really a lady, 
This must confuse 
him (or 
her) even more. It does me. 
However, pondering this will 
not 
solve Peter’s problem. 
Apparently something in his 
home does, though, otherwise 
he 
wouldn’t improve 
only 
when he is away from home. 
If the food is the same, there 
has to be something detri­ 
mental in his own home envi­ 


ronment that he doesn't en­ 
counter while boarding. One 
of the most common causes 
would be too much light and 
its effect on the endocrine 
system which, in turn, affects 
hormone and feathc-r growth 
patterns. You mentioned that 
he loves to watch television in 
the evening, for example. I 
doubt he gets to watch tele­ 
vision in the pet shop. This 
may be the big difference. 
There he may go to bed with 
the birds as he is supposed to 
and gets enough sleep. You 
might at least try putting Pe­ 
ter to bed earlier in tee even­ 
ing for a month or two if he 11 
put up with it. Less light—and 
more sleep—could be the an­ 
swer. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: I am 
starting to feed my rat com­ 
mercial rabbit pellets for the 
main part of his diet.

The 
refreshing 
sound

rain on the roof has a differ­ 
ent meaning to the man who 
is caretaker of the San Antonio 
Dam. 


Rains 
means 
that 
David 
Lester will make an hourly 
check of the equipment which 
measures the water level of 
the 
139-acre 
dam 
at 
the 
mouth of San Antonio Canyon 
which protects valley commu­ 
nities below from flood dis­ 
aster. 
The earth-fill dam was con- 


structed by the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers in 1956 af­ 
ter flood damage caused mil­ 
lions of dollars damage in 
1916, 1921, 1934, 1938, 1941 and 
1943. 
Flood waters in the winter 
of 1969 left four million cubic 
yards of sand and silt on the 
dam’s floor. Plans are under 


way to have this removed 
some time this year. 
The 1969 flood also raised 
the water level in the dam to 
70 feet, the highest yet re­ 
corded since the dam was 
constructed. 
The 
dam 
can 
contain a safe water level of 
125 feet, Lester said. 
A eight-foot pond in one 
corner of the huge dam is all 
that remains of this winter's 
r a i n s . During the recent 
storms, the dam had a pond 
of 14 feet at the storm’s peak. 


The dam keeper said the 
engineer 
corps 
checks 
the 
dam on a regular schedule to 
determine if any cracks have 
resulted in the structure. This 
week’s 
earthquake 
will 
no 
doubt require a team of ex­ 
perts to investigate any pos­ 
sible damage. 
The man who oversees the 
operation of the multi-million 
dollar flood control 
project 
was hired by the Army Engi­ 
neer Corps four months ago. 
He and his wife, Sandra, 
and their three children live 
in a mobile heme at the dam. 
He works a 7:30 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. 
shift 
but 
is on 
standby duty in any emergen­ 
cy situation. He begins each 
day with a check of the rain 
gauge and the automatic re­ 
corder which records the wa­ 
ter level of the 
dam. 
He 
makes a daily report by radio 
to the central office in Los 
Angeles. 
In the event of a heavy 
rain, he makes an hourly re­ 
port to the Los Angeles head­ 
quarters.

The San Antonio Dam is the 
smallest of the nine flood con­ 
trol 
dams 
throughout 
the 
county which protects nearby 
areas from flooding. 
But for the protection pro­ 
vided 
by the 
San 
Antonio 
Dam, 
the storm’s 
of 
1969 
could have been a major dis­ 
aster for property located in 
the path of the canyon. 
Records 
i n d i c a t e that 
storms which caused flooding 
in years before the dam was 
constructed caused millions of 
dollars to the valley below the 
canyon. 
The 
flood 
in 
1938 
caused an estimated $1,687,000 
to property and six persons 
lost their lives. 
The water level of the dam 
can be lowered by opening 
any one of the three 6-by-10- 
foot hydraulic gates. 
Water 
can be released at 8,000 cubic 
feet per second. The water 
flows from the gates into a 
concrete channel which winds 
south until it reaches spread­ 
ing grounds in Chino. 
In

storms, 
water 
from the dam can be released 
to flood control channels in 
the 
La 
Verne, 
Claremont, 
Montclair, Upland, 
Pomona, 


Ontario and Chino areas 
Lester 
checks the ' eates 
once a month to determine if 
they are in good working or­ 
der. He opens the gates only 
on the direct order of official« 
in Los Angeles. 


Lester, 31, and soft spoken, 
apparently enjoys the quiet 
life of a dam keeper. 
“ I left a hectic job, city life 
and a $225 a month house 
payment for this life and I 
love it. The children have lots 
of room to run and play,” he 
said. 


B e s i d e s working as a 
scientist, mechanic and police 
officer, 
Lester is also the 
paint and fix-up maintenance 
man for the dam grounds 
which includes two narking 
turnouts on route to Mt. Bai- 
dy. 
“ We are happy here, my 
wife 
keeps busy with our 
home and her gardening and 
the children have their school 
friends to keep them busy,” 
Lester said. 
“ We just don’t think cf it as 
a lonely life. It’s interesting 
and we keep busy, especially 
if it rains,” the dam keeper 
said.

We 
are told to weigh eggs when 
buying them to make sure 
they are honest value. I ’ve 
brought home medium sized 
eggs that couldn’t have been 
more than pullet size, eggs la­ 
beled 
large 
that 
were 
no 
more than medium. No one 
has given me a rule of thumb 
to take to the store and un­ 
less you lift the eggs out of 
the carton to 
weigh t h e m 
what else is new? No name 
please.—J.L., Alsip, 111. 
An empty carton I weighed 
at home 
checked 
in

2 
ounces but the eggs are sup­ 
posed to be specified size and 
weight 
before 
being 
pack­ 
aged. 
The 
full 
carton

weighed was almost 2 pounds, 
so I got my money’s worth 
and then some. The U.S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture spe­ 
cifies that one dozen large 
eggs must weigh at least I f 2 
pounds (24 oz.) medium eggs 
at 1V4 pounds (20 oz.) small 
eggs 
at 
18 
oz. 
Everyone 
seems to forget the 7 cent 
rule for judging egg values, 
so 
here 
it 
is 
once 
more. 


Pleas? clip and save. If there 
is less than 7 cents difference 
between one size and the next 
smaller 
size 
of 
the 
same 
grade egg, the large egg of­ 
fers more for the money, if 
there is more than 7 cents 
difference, the smaller eggs 
cost less per pound. If you 
are buying strictly local eggs, 


they may not be under a rul­ 
ing or it is being winked at. 
In that case, you are stuck.

I am looking for a way to 
make cupcakes the right size 
in the center.

Mine usu­ 
ally spread all over the top of 
the cupcake pans which I line 
with paper baking cups.

Five ways to save 
on airplane fares

“ Where $50 flies you during 
the day, $40 will fly you at 
night.” 
Thus read the headline in

Trudging 
absentmindedly

failed to notice a car backing 
down a driveway. Result: he 
stepped in the path of the car 
and was injured. In short or­ 
der he sued the motorist for 
damages 
blaming 
him 
for 
driving across a sidwalk with­ 
out looking. 
But at the trial, the motor­ 
ist said: 
“ I wasn’t looking, but nei­ 
ther was he. If I was negli­ 
gent, he was too.” 
However, the court 
found 
no 
negligence 
on 
George’s 
part and granted his claim. 
The judge said: 
“ It is the common expe­ 
rience of tired humanity to 
become immersed in thought 
and oblivious of one’s sur­ 
roundi ngs, when travelling a 
place of known safety. There­ 
in lies no want of ordinary 
care.” 
Not every court would be so 
tolerant of a pedestrian’s day- 
dreajning. But ?t is true that 
the law does, by and large, 
look kindly on the pedestrian. 
It does not expect the same 
level of alertness from him as 
it demands from the motorist. 
Nor are motorists the only 
ones who must keep a lookout 
for 
the pedestrian’s 
safety. 
For example: 
A fcaseball team was held 
liable 
when 
a 
home 
run 
cleared 
a 
low 
fence 
and 
struck a passing pedestrian 
on the head. And the owner of 
a 
building was held 
liable 
when a loose brick fell out of 
the parapet and landed on a 
passerby. 
Still, even a pedestrian may 
sometimes be found guilty of 
negligence. A woman shop­ 
per, walking home, fell down 
hard when her heel caught in 
a large crack in the sidewalk.. 
Claiming compensation from 
the city, she charged that the 
sidewalk had been left in an 
unsafe condition. 
But she also admitted that 
she had seen the crack in 
time to step over it. To the 
court, this meant that she had 
simply misjudged the length 
of her step. Dismissing the 
case, the judge said she had 
no one ot blame but herself.

stores. 
But there is one big differ­ 
ence: 
Airline seats still un­ 
sold when they close the ca­ 
bin door are dead beyond re­ 
call. They represent revenue 
forever lost to the carrier. 


A 20 per cent cut in airline 
tickets is hardly to be ig­ 
nore. You could save $42 on 
a round trip from Chicago to 
Miami, for example, by tak­ 
ing an evening flight. You’ll 
arrive rather late, but you 
can always catnap 
on the 
plane. 
The 
ads 
make 
Eastern’s 
cut-rate 
evening 
flights 
sound like a new idea. Actual­ 
ly, they are not. Airlines have 
always offered 
bargains 
to 
travelers shrewd enough to 
seek them cut. 
Even in a good year, as 
much as 40 per cent of the 
airlines’ seating capacity is 
unused. Since the plane must 
make the flight anyway—full 
or not—empty seats represent 
an almost total loss. 
Obviously, any scheme that 
will fill an otherwise empty 
seat, even at a discount, is 
good business. 
So, if the idea of flying by 
moonlight doesn’t make you 
groove, here are seme other 
ways to save: 
Fam ily Plan — If dad buys 
a standard ticket, mom and 
the kids all get cut rates. De­ 
tails vary, but a common ar­ 
rangement knocks 25 per cent 
off the wife’s ticket, and two- 
thirds off each of the kids’. 
Excursion Fare — Knocks 
25 per cent off the 
ticket 
price if you buy a round trip 
and stay away more than se­ 
ven days. 
Stuftent Fare - A 50 per 
cent reduction in price to any 
youngster between the ages of 
12 and 21. The same deal ap­ 
plies to military personnel. 
On heavily traveled routes, 
youngsters may have to fly 
“ standby.” This means full- 
fare 
customers 
get 
f i r s t 
choice if there is an overload. 
Triangle Fare — This costs 
more money, instead of less, 
but it’s a bargain just the 
same. If you buy a round-trip 
ticket from New York to Los 
Angeles, 
for 
example, 
you 
can fly a triangular pattern 
and visit Mexico City, 
too, 
for as little as $25 more. 
Not all airplanes will offer 
all 
these discounts 
all- the 
time. But most of them are 
doing all they can right now 
to 
bolster 
sagging 
traffic 
counts. 
When you step up to the 
counter to buy that ticket, 
quiz the agent about discount 
fares. Chances are he has got 
something 
going 
that 
will 
pare your travel costs.
